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Elmwood Dispersal Averages $360 


Senator Top at $3000—King Bessie Brings $2200—95 Sons and Daughters 
of King Bessie Total Over $40,000 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


November 28 and 29 before a capacity crowd which 

paid a total of $72,450 in a spirited contest for 
ownership of the 201 animals (plus young calves) com- 
prising this famous herd. No single herd has equalled 
this total public valuation since the Hollyhock Disper- 
sal in October 1927. Consignments of 26 additional ani- 
mals brought the total sales for the two days up to 
$78,957.50 for 227 head. (Calves born since August 15 
being figured with their dams.) Their new homes will 
be located in twelve states and South America. Attend- 
ance, at the peak, was close to 700 people. The sale 
was staged in a large tent, with heating facilities that 
proved ample in conjunction with the two bright days 
of sunshine with which the sale was favored. Sig- 
nificantly, the location of the tent was directly over the 
grave of Queen Bessie Pietertje Ormsby, dam of King 
Bessie and ‘“‘Queen Mother’ of the herd. The cattle 
were presented in grand fit (score another mark for Jens 
Bollerup, who was in charge of the conditioning) and 
every detail moved smoothly under the watchful eye of 
Sale Manager Art Petersen. The sales force of Andrews, 
Mack and Backus, with Jack Halsey assisting in the ring 
the first day and Clarence Smith of Michigan the second 
day, was in fine form. It was a well run auction from 


beginning to end. The catalogs by National were much 
admired. 


Tr: curtain was rung down on the Elmwood Herd 


At the opening, Manager Petersen told something of 
the history of the herd, the general terms of the sale 
and the opportunity presented. Owner Bob Rasmussen 
also presented a brief statement, and then matters were 
turned over to Austin Backus and Walter Andrews. 
When the first animial in the ring—-Bessie Ormsby Fobes 
Lulu, the King Bessie daughter that was their aged cow 
representative on the 1938 fair circuit—brought $705, 
it was evident that the crowd was there for business 
rather than curiosity. It proved to be a correct forecast, 
and they were still hungry for good cattle when the sale 
was over. In fact, the general observation was that the 
sale was snappier during the second afternoon than at 
any other period. 

Several breeders were on hand for the purpose of se- 
lecting substantial drafts of the top breeding families for 
foundation purposes. Hawthorn Farms, Libertyville, 
Ill., took an important slice, and were contenders on 
many that finally went elsewhere. They were success- 
ful in getting King Bessie himself at $2200, we think 
the highest price paid at auction for a bull past 12 years 
of age since the sale of King of the Pontiacs at the 
Brookside Herd dispersal in May 1917. Bidding on King 
Bessie opened at a conservative $200, but ran quickly to 
ny $1000 mark. At about that point it settled down to 
veg between Hawthorn Farms and Stephen W. Blod- 
_ Fishkill, N. ¥. Mr. Blodgett owned him briefly at 

€ $1500 and $2000 marks. After the latter figure was 


reached they slowed down to $25 advances, but when 
the Hawthorn board of strategy added $50 to Mr. Blod- 
gett’s $2150 offer, it ended the argument and King Bes- 
sie left the ring to the plaudits of the crowd, to spend 
his final days but a few miles from the scene of his 
birthplace and of his history making work as a sire and 
under the continuing care of the man who has had 
charge of him during most of those years. Ken Monson 
was fairly beaming over this outcome. Announcement 
was made from the ring during the progress of King 
Bessie’s sale that Elmwood’s sales of his offspring 
totaled a quarter of a million dollars. From his pres- 
ent condition and appearance he should add materially 
to that proud record in his new home. 


Honor of topping the sale, however, went to his dis- 
tinguished 2-year-old son, King Bessie Senator, sensa- 
tional prize winner and junior sire at Elmwood. Not 
only is he a commanding individual, selected as Reserve 
All-Time All-American Bull Calf and undefeated in 1938 
as a senior yearling, but his young calves already born 
in this herd have that certain something which is a rich 
promise of future greatness in that direction. Senator 
opened at a $500 bid, but hit the $2000 mark almost 
before he had made the second turn around the sales 
ring. Jim Dougherty of Redfield State School in South 
Dakota stretched his appropriation to that point. Haw- 
thorn and E. H. Ravenscroft, Antioch, Ill., carried the 
battle principally from that point, with Mr. Ravens- 
croft’s prompt and determined responses gaining him 
ownership at $3000. To go with this prize, he selected 
17 females from the tops of the herd, almost invariably 
outlasting his competition on any animal he started out 
to get. His purchases totalled $11,000 for the 18 head. 
Only instance we noted in fact where he shook his head 
in the negative was in the sale of the top price female, 
Bessie Ormsby Ouilette, a lovely 4-year-old daughter of 
King Bessie and Max View Lady Fayne Vassar—from 
Elmwood’s highest testing family. Stephen Blodgett, 
Fishkill, N. Y., and Mr. Ravenscroft had been staging 
a battle to the death for this young cow, at a price level 
far above any other female in the herd. Mr. Ravens- 
croft finally bid $1450, which Mr. Blodgett snapped back 
at $1505, to show that he really meant business. She 
has a 2-year-old record of 680 Ibs. fat, with 3.9 test, 
and with her breeding and type will make a wonderful 
foundation cow for the herd Mr. Blodgett is building at 
his Brooklands Dairy Farm. Mr. and Mrs. Blodgett 
made other notable selections. King Bessie Plus Dixie, 
famed Elmwood herd sire, was taken at $1000, far under 
expectations. He also secured the wonderful brood cow 
and champion producer, Fobes Korndyke Geraldine, at 
$450. Perhaps the finest young show prospect in the 
whole sale was selected by Mrs. Blodgett, this being Bes- 
sie Model Zenith at $625. She is a daughter of King 
Bessie and out of Model Bessie Mollie, a daughter of 
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King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 37th, that sold for $825,Stanton Christian, 1621 N. California, Chicago, III.: (7) 


second high price of the sale for females. She will be 
eligible for the junior yearling classes next year. 


Edward M. Arnos, Adrian, Mich., was another seeker 
after an extensive foundation. Ed Malm (former Elm- 
wood herdsman who cared for Calamity Nig) is in charge 
of this new herd, and their selections were made with 
discrimination. Included were Lady Senator Madison, 
dam of the Senator bull, and bred again to King Bessie, 
at $805. Bessie Ormsby Licorice, the King Bessie daugh- 
ter of Calamity Nig, just completing an 800-lb. fat rec- 
ord, at $650; Bessie Ormsby Winnie, the Elmwood show 
ealf of 1938, at $505; Bessie Ormsby Fidelia, highest 
record daughter of King Bessie at $600. 

Getting back to the Hawthorn purchases, their not- 
able list includes, in addition to King Bessie himself, 
Bessie Ormsby Intensity, one of the stars of the herd, 
at $825, which tied the second high price for females; 
Camp McKinley Fobes Ormsby, the ‘‘watch-charm”’ show 
cow that was so admired on the circuit in 1937, at $500, 
and old Calamity Nig herself, coming 13 years old, at 
$300 from the Allen consignment. 


Shanley Farm, Palatine, Ill., was another liberal 
patron for the tops. Purchases included six animals, 
three above the $600 mark. Bessie Ormsby Fobes 
Triumph at $650 rates among the top King Bessie 
daughters, while at $635 Calamity Nig of Elmwood 
Farms 2d is especially good property. A March calf, 
she is a very promising daughter of the herd sire, King 
Bessie Fobes Geraldine. This bull was also selected by 
Shanley at the bargain price of $625. His calves in the 
sale made a very favorable impression. 


Among the top figures was the yearling bull, King 
Bessie Dixie Marathon. This son of Plus Dixie and 
Bessie Ormsby Intensity was one of the headliners. He 
was finally struck off on a mail bid, well with its limit, 


at $1100. Purchaser is Caje De Credito Agrico, Bogota, 
Columbia. 


J. A. Bruck, Manning, Iowa, made some interesting 
selections for his fine herd, these including the Elmwood 
show cow, Bessie Ormsby Fobes Lulu at $705, to open 
the sale, and also King Bessie Nig Geraldine at $800. 
This youngster is a son of the Geraldine bull out of 
Licorice, the great producing King Bessie daughter of 
Calamity Nig. A young full sister to Plus and Plus 
Dixie was taken at $425, a great future prospect. 

Altogether, five animals sold at $1000 or more; five 
others above $800; 25 more above $500. 

The sale was a marvelous tribute to King Bessie 
Ormsby Pietertje. Only 21 animals in the whole offer- 
ing were not directly descended from him, these being 
older foundation cows. 76 daughters sold for $29,830; 
sons for $10,770—a grand total tof $40,600 for the 95 
sons and daughters.

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Registration Systems Compared 


A Proposed Registry System for Holsteiris 
By J. G. HAYS 


ELECTIVE REGISTRATION will never be adopted in 
S this country! Not in the form used across the 

waters. Geography—our ‘“‘spreadoutedness’’—is too 
big a barrier to proper functioning of the type of selec- 
tive registraton used abroad. ° 

But, Selective Registration is so desirable that what 
is workable in it, should be utilized. Certainly “birth- 
reporting” is a small but practical step in the right di- 
rection. Many a cull purebred will be kept out of the 
preed if the breeder is given ample time to judge the 
desirability of the animal before any penalty fee is in- 
voked for late registering. 

The Ayrshire, the Guernsey, the Jersey breeds now 
make it possible for their breeders to take this ‘‘ample 
time’ before registering. A review of their systems 
is herewith set forth. The registration schedule for Hol- 
steins and Swiss is included for general comparative 
purposes. 

A “Proposed Registration for Holsteins” is set up at 
the conclusion of this article. 

Birth Reports 

Guernsey—Optional—no fee. Filing time limit— 
within 30 days of birth. The time limit for completion 
of registry is extended from 6 months of age to 3 years 
of age. Animal must be sketched twice, once on birth 
report form, once on application for registry form,—a 
bad feature. 

Ayrshire—Not compulsory, but penalty fee of $1.00 
charged if not filed, and, in addition, Executive Commit- 
tee must approve. No filing fee. Filing time limit with- 
in 60 days of birth. Animal sketched but once, the 
birth report form is the application for registry. 

Secretary Conklin says: 

Birth reports increase accuracy of registry 
records. 

Birth reports enable breeder to use judg- 
ment as to final registry. 

Penalty fee must be set at age point so that females 
may be in milk prior to penalty age point. 

Working because—breeders are improssed with need 
to file, with no obligation to ever complete registry. No 
special forms to fill out, just the regular application for 
registry. 

71.5% birth reports accompanied by fees. 

98.7% applications come in on schedule. 

Penalty fees paid on 1.3%. 

Farmer-breeders do not slip as often as institutional 
managers, college professors and the like. 

Jerseys—Application for registry may be filed before 
animal is 6 months of age, with filing fee of $1.00. 
There is no extra cost for final registry if application is 
not so filed. What is gained is that an extra year is 
added on females before any penalty fee is invoked; that 
is, with application filed, final registry need not be com- 
pleted till female is 3 years of age, instead of 2 years. 
The $1.00 fee with application for registry filed under 6 


months is lost to breeder if he fails to finally complete 
registration.

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Board of Directors Meets in Chicago 


1939 Convention to New York City—Misner Selected toJudge National 
Again—Balanced Budget Planned 


HE Board of Directors of the Holstein-Friesian 
: Association of America met in Chicago for a full 
two-day session November 30 and December 1. The 
complete complement of officers and fifteen of the six- 
teen directors were present throughout. President 
Oosterhuis presided. An additional day was given over 
to an extension conference, with all fieldmen present and 
Director Householder and the Extension Committee, At 
the opening of the meeting, the Board upon motion of 
Mr. Elder, stood in silence for a half-minute in remem- 
brance of the late Secretary Houghton Seaverns, and the 
following resolution was adopted: 


Board of Directors Resolution on Mr. Seaverns 
WHEREAS, the Divine Master of the universe called 
Houghton Seaverns to his reward on August 6, 1938, he 
having served the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America for a period of thirty-five years, twenty-five as 
Assistant Secretary and ten as Secretary, and 
WHEREAS during this long term of service, his 
broad duties brought him into close and intimate con- 
tact with the directors and officers of the Association, 
and 
WHEREAS during all those years he was an efficient 
and loyal officer whose rugged dependability and kind, 
courteous and gentlemanly qualities endeared him to 
each and every officer and director of the Association. 
BE IT RESOLVED that the officers and directors of 
this Association inscribe in their permanent records 
their keen and deep sense of loss at his passing, and 
BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this resolution 
be published in the Holstein-Friesian World and that a 
copy of same together with an expression of sympathy be 
sent to Mrs. Seaverns.

Prime purpose of this annual December meeting of 
the Board is to lay out the budget for the following year. 
That procedure was followed on this occasion. The con- 
sensus of opinion of the Board was that it would be safe 
to anticipate at least the same level of activity and in- 
come as has prevailed in 1938, and expenditures were 
laid out in detail to keep in balance with this expected 
income. Total income was forecast at $234,425; ex- 
penditures were authorized in the amount of $238,800; 
but various bookkeeping adjustments at the year end, 
as normally made, would add some $5300 to the asset 
side of the ledger, and leave about $1000 in the black 
for the year’s operations. The Extension Service budget 
is being increased by about $4000 over last year. A 
practical difficulty was experienced in planning all items 
definitely for the full year in advance because of the pos- 
sibility of consolidating the offices during the year. 

This subject was one of the important matters of dis- 
cussion. A delegation of Wisconsin breeders composed 
of State President Harvey Nelson, former President 
Glover and former Director Schaefer was heard. They 
presented arguments in favor of consolidating at Madi- 
son and urged delay of action until the next convention 
when the whole subject could receive further considera- 
tion. In the discussion of the subject several directors 
raised the question as to whether the Madison building 
contained floor space sufficient for the complete housing 
of the Association’s activities. Reference was made to 
the study by the Pellissier Committee two years ago, 
in which the conclusion was reached that a substantial 
addition, estimated to cost $35,000, would be required. 
Other factors developed in the Board’s discussion were 
the overwhelming mandate of the 1938 convention that 
action be taken to consolidate at Brattleboro as soon as 
the Madison building could be satisfactorily sold or 
leased, and the further point of unfairness to the em- 
ployees of the Association in both offices to continue in- 
definitely the present uncertainty. 

The present committee to dispose of the Madison 
building was accordingly continued, Mr. Buth being sub- 
stituted for Mr. Craig who asked to be relieved on ac- 
count of pressure of other business. C. M. Horn, coun- 


sel of the Association, was also asked to serve with the 
committee. 

Mr. W. S. Moscrip, president of the Twin City Mi; 
Producers Association, appeared before the Board ang 
urged each director individually in his own state to 
bring together his congressional delegations to inform 
them of the attitude of agriculture in opposition to threg 
pending propositions. First of these was the possibility 
of modifying through trade agreements the present ep. 
bargo on frozen meat carcasses from the Argentine, op 
account of the danger of introducing foot and mouth 
disease. The second matter related to imported dairy 
products, and raised the question as to why, after our 
country has spent $400,000,000 on t. b. eradication, we 
should permit foreign producers of dairy products to 
enjoy our markets without meeting a similar standard 
of health requirements. The third point expressed con- 
cern over the new federal requirement that federal ip- 
demnities for Bang’s disease will be paid only to match 
similar state payments. As many states have no pro- 
vision for that, and their legislatures will not be meeting 
in 1939, the program of Bang’s disease control ig 
threatened. Continuance of the present program for two 
more years is strongly urged. 

Lloyd Burlingham, manager of the National Dairy 
Show, was heard in a plea for a continued appropriation 
of $2000 from our Association for the Holstein classi- 
fication at the 1939 National at San Francisco. He 
stated that $7500 is already available for our breed, 
Director Freeman moved that this request be granted. 
Director Elder moved an amendment to appropriate 
$1000 each for the National and the Waterloo Dairy 
Cattle Congress. Director Winger moved a further 
amendment to provide $2000 for the National and 
$1000 for Waterloo. This proposal was defeated 10 to 
3, but the Elder amendment was adopted, Directors 
Craig and Watson asking to have their names recorded 
against. As it now stands, therefore, a total prize list 
of $8500 will be available for Holstein exhibitors at San 
Francisco. 


Matter of appointing a judge for Holsteins at the 
1939 National Dairy Show was briefly discussed, and 
Paul B. Misner, Ellicott City, Md., was unanimously 
recommended to serve again. W. S. Moscrip was re 
appointed to the Classification Committee of the National 
Dairy Show, representing our breed. 


President Carl G. Wooster, of the New York Associa- 
tion appeared before the Board to request an additional 
allotment of $1000 for his Association for extension 
purposes. Director Noyes offered a motion that the 
allotment for New York be increased to $4000. After 
considerable discussion in which the dangers of estab- 
lishing an embarrassing precedent were weighed against 
the special needs of the situation, and the possibility of 
bringing all states under direct National jurisdiction in 
the extension efforts, the motion was voted down rather 
decisively. 


The question of the place of the 1939 annual col- 
vention was discussed, New York City, Chicago and Mil- 
waukee being under consideration. Estimates showed 
that at regular rail fares it would cost approximately 
$3500 more to go to New York than to Chicago. No 
information was yet available regarding possible &x 
cursion rates to the New York World’s Fair but the 
large majority of the Board (three dissenting because 
of this cost item) voted in favor of New York City. 
Later information makes it probable that special rates 
to be granted will substantially lower these transporta 
tion costs. The President appointed Messrs. Nortot, 
Householder and Crissey as a committee on Convention 
Arrangements. 


Extension Chairman Sheridan moved that an appro- 
priation of $2400 be added to the Extension budget for 
salary and expenses of a publicity man to be employed. 
The matter was postponed until the June meeting for 
further consideration. 

Action was taken continuing until the June meetiné, 
Mr. Norton as Acting Secretary and Mr. Craig as Actin8 
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Treasurer. Salary of Mr. Norton, in his dual capacity of 
Acting Secretary and Superintendent of Advanced Regis- 
try, was raised to $6000 (former salary as Superintend- 
ent, $5000) and salary of Director of Extension Service 
Glen M. Householder was raised to $6000 for 1939 in 
recognition of his fine work this past year. His present 
salary is $5500. 

Applications of 201 breeders for membership in the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America were accepted. 
This list has been received since the last meeting of the 
Board in June 1938. 


Mr. Norton suggested that a substantial saving in 
expense could be accomplished by discontinuing publica- 
tion of the herd book in book form. By vote of the 
Board, he is instructed to offer a suitable amendment 
along this line in the call for the 1939 convention. Simi- 
lar action was taken on his suggestion that further 
economies in operation would be possible if an amend- 
ment were adopted permitting duplicate names after 
15 years, celebrated animals excepted. If adopted, this 
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would permit removing over 1,300,000 names from the 
active file. 

Final action was taken approving the details of the 
Progressive Breeders Registry. The name, Mt. Hope, 
was also voted to be dropped from designation of the 
bull index in use by our Association. 


The President was authorized by resolution of the 
Board to appoint a committee of three, one to be the 
counsel of the Association, Mr. Horn, to study the duties 
of the various officers and their titles, and report to the 
next meeting of the Board. 


Other matters discussed and upon which reports 
were made included the New York World’s Fair display, 
and the California World’s Fair; also a report from the 
Breed’s Relations, committee of the American Dairy 
Science Association. In this instance their recommenda- 
tion to return to a cow-year basis in figuring H. I. R. 
records was rejected use of thyroid substance in feed of 
cows on test will hereafter be prohibited. 


The 1938 Show Season 


season, that of 1938 demonstrated that the Black 

and White cow and her owner carry on regard- 
less of recessions and other business troubles. Ringside 
attendance at most of our shows was well up to par, 
classes were well and worthily filled, competition was 
keen and perhaps a greater number of show herds than 
usual made extended circuits. 


As will be seen from the accompanying table listing 
Holstein entries at fifteen of the major shows of North 
America over a period of twelve years, entries at these 
shows averaged slightly above last year’s good figure, 
not quite up to 1936 but well ahead of 1933, 1934 or 
1935 and only a bit under the grand average for the 
twelve-year period. The National Dairy Show had more 
Holstein out than it has had any year since 1931, Water- 
loo had its best year since 1929, the Pacific International 
showed a big revival in Holstein interest. Illinois State 
Fair, starting the major show season with an even 200 
head, topped any year for this show since 1928. Ohio 
had its largest State Fair Holstein show of the entire 
12-year period. Wisconsin had its largest show since 
1931. New York was just ahead of last year but other 
Eastern shows fell off rather badly in numbers, Maryland 
due to extra rigid health restrictions and Eastern States 
due to several factors one of which was that no western 
herds came east this year. 

As usual, top show of the year in numbers was the 
Canadian National Exhibition, with 307 Holsteins in the 
ring, followed by Wisconsin State Fair with 268 and 
Ohio State Fair with 248. The Canadian Royal just 
nosed out New York for fourth place, 232 to 226. 


From three states came State Institution show herds 
that made extended circuits and were a big factor where- 
ever they exhibited. These states were Michigan, Wis- 
consin and Iowa.

of New York, Lauxmont Farms of Pennsylvania and A. 
C. Oosterhuis of Wisconsin. 

In Canada, as usual we find C. P. R. Supply Farm 
making a circuit of the Prairie Province Shows, the Pa- 
cific Coast and the Royal, with Hays & Co., Ltd., also of 
Alberta, taking in the Prairie Province Shows then com- 
ing east for practically all of the shows in Ontario that 
did not restrict their entry lists of local exhibitors. J. M. 
Fraser of Ontario, and Colby C. Lewis of Prince Edward 
Island exhibited with great success at most of the im- 
portant shows of Eastern Canada and were well repre- 
sented in the shipment of Canadian Holsteins that in- 
vaded the National Dairy Show. M. L. McCarthy of New 
Brunswick made his usual strong Canadian circuit and 
a long list of other Canadian breeders showed at the 
Royal, the C. N. E. and other shows of Canada. Colony 
Farms of British Columbia, although prohibited by their 
authorities from showing outside their own province, put 
on a striking demonstration at the two leading shows of 
the Pacific Coast. 

Two bulls went through long hard circuits as unde- 
feated grand champions, one in Canada and the other 
in the United States. The Canadian was the McCarthy 
two-year-old, Lonsdale Ne Plus Sir Model and the Ameri- 
can was the Michigan three-year-old, Illini Princess 
Mabel Lad, just five weeks too old for the two-year-old 
class. They are perhaps the two youngest bulls in history 
to make such circuits without a defeat for grand cham- 
pion honors. 


An undefeated Get of Sire was the Pabst Get of Car- 
nation Sensation and an undefeated Junior Get the 
Illehee Nig Get shown by Jack Fraser. 


From the animals and groups shown on the major 
circuit this season, 78 were nominated by the judges for 
All-American honors. These 78 nominations came from 
15 states and six Canadian provinces. Iowa led all states 
with 12 nominations followed by New York with nine 
and Alberta tied for third with Wisconsin at eight each. 
Illinois had six, Maryland five, Connecticut four and five 
other states and provinces had three each. With this 
wide distribution of nominations, All-American honors 
are likely to be quite well divided this year. 

Maytag Dairy Farms of lowa leads with eight 
nominations closely followed by Elmwood Farms of IIl- 
inois with six, both including some partnership bulls. 
C. P. R. Supply Farm has five and Osborndale, Dunlog- 
gin, Wait Farms, Wisconsin Board of Control and lowa 
Board of Control four each.

Elmwood Passes 


ITH an average of $360 for 201 head (plus baby 
Waaivess. the Elmwood Dispersal registered results 

that must be set down as highly satisfactory, and 
a great compliment to the King Bessie breeding. We 
have to go back to October 1927 to find a single herd of 
our breed commanding as high a total in dollars. We 
have to go back to May 1917 to find a 12-year-old bull 
selling for as high a figure as King Bessie himself 
brought here. 

It was, in fact, a King Bessie sale, with all but 21 
animals in the whole offering being directly descended 
from this famous sire. A total of 95 sons and daugh- 
ters of King Bessie were sold here for better than $40,- 
000. We have to go back to the Erickson Sale and Sir 
P. O. M. 37th in 1924 to find offspring of one sire selling 
for as high a total in any auction sale—and the only 
other instance so far as we can determine from rather 
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hasty reference is the Brookside Dispersal and King of 
the Pontiacs in 1917. The King Bessie picture is made 
even stronger when we recall that in the Elmwood Re- 
duction Sale in November 1936, fourteen sons and 42 
daughters of King Bessie were sold for a total of $38,- 
555. ~ 

It is with sincere regret that we witness the breaking 
up of this herd which has made such an important con- 
tribution to our breed. The sale was complete except for 
the small positive group at the Elm Farm, which we 
understand is also to be disposed of. Fairly large selec- 
tions were made by a number of new breeders who plan 
to continue the development. The King Bessie name, 
accordingly, may be expected to continue as a factor in 
further breed progress for years to come, even though 
the fountain head is closed. 





Progressive Breeders Registry 


HE Board gave final approval to the details of the 

I Progressive Breeders’ Registry, which has been under 
consideration for some time.. This new addition to 
the service of the Association is designed to give recog- 
nition to breeders who are successfully following their 
own herds the approved programs of breed improvement, 

The requirements for a Progressive Breeders’ Regis- 
ty certificate may be summarized as follows: 

1—All animals over one year of age must be 
registered in our herd book. 
2—At least 75% of the registered females in 
the herd must have been bred by applicant. 
Every registered female must have com- 
pleted an Advanced Registry record or be 
on test, completed records averaging not 
less than 480 lbs. fat in Class C or 560 
Ibs. in Class B or 640 lbs. in Class A, or 
the herd must be entered in the Herd Im- 
provement Test and have met certain 
standards of production. These start with 
400-lb. fat average in Class C or 480 lbs. 
in Class B for herds of 15 cows or less. 
Allowances are made for larger herds. 
4—-At least two-thirds of all animals in the 
herd that are eligible for classification 
must have been classified, with an average 
score of not less than 80 points. 
5—The herd shall be federally accredited as 
free from tuberculosis or be located in a 
modified accredited area, with a clean test 
within twelve months. 
6—The herd shall be under state or federal 
supervision for control of Bang’s disease, 
and with last test 100% clean. 
7—The applicant must be member of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, and 
also of his state association. 
The fee for the first certificate is $10: 
annual renewals $5 each. 

This in brief is the set-up. It is sound in its concep- 
tion and provides a definite and desirable mark for 
breeders to aim for. The requirements are high enough 
so that breeders who are able to quality will be entitled 
to a high degree of pride in the attainment. 

As we understand it, this plan, in its general out- 
line, was worked out by Ham Mathiesen while he was 
our West Fieldman. Our Association moved a little 
slowly in working out the details for adoption, and in 
the meantime the American Jersey Cattle Club picked it 
up and has had it in operation for several years.

Round Table 


LET THE MEMBERS VOTE 
EDITOR, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Without wishing to cast aspersions on the delegate 
body, which on the whole has given a good account of 
itself in representing its constituency, I nevertheless feel 
that it signally failed in reflecting breeder sentiment in 
the consolidation matter. This sentiment, I submit, is a 
desire that this thorny issue be lifted out of Association 
politics and that the approach to the problem be a coldly, 
realistic one with economical, efficient service by the re- 
organized offices the cardinal consideration. 

Although the very human factor of sectional pride 
was studiously kept under cover at the convention, it was 
obvious from the way in which the battle lines were 
drawn on this issue that the same patriotic sentiment 
was very much alive and that “Block Brattleboro”, or 
‘Mess up Madison’”’ were what the delegates honestly re- 
garded as the instructions from the boys under the cows 
back home. It is only fair to assume that a small group 
of men at the convention strove for a disinterested ap- 
proach to the matter but, by and large, sentiment rather 
than reason ruled the deliberations. Convention atmo- 
sphere just does not seem “right” for straight thinking 
and voting on this controversial topic. 

Down on the farm the air is better. The average 
breeder-member may be depended upon to take this 
hard-boiled position in reference to the best location for 
the merged Association offices: ‘The Association has 
something to sell to me—Service. At what stand can I 
buy this item most cheaply? I am open-minded as to 
the location but give me facts.” 

It would be presumptuous in any one to pose as 
spokesman for the rank and file of the breeders. What 
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is put down here is merely an appraisal of the average 
breeder’s state of mind gained from numerous conver- 
sations with Holstein men on this point. I am sure that 


a lively response to the World’s invitation to the readers: 
to express their views in its columns would furnish a 
more reliable cross-section of breeder sentiment than has: 


been attempted here. 


May I state my personal conclusions regarding a way: 
of procedure that may have popular appeal: The Presi-' 


dent of the Association to appoint a committee of clear- 


thinking men, thoroughly versed in Association affairs,’ 


to re-examine all factors pertinent to the situation. Their 
findings and a ballot to be placed in the hands of every 


member. The decision of the membership to be binding’ 


upon the Association. 


The beauty of a popular vote lies in the fact that,. 


since everyone may have a hand in shaping the final de- 
cision, no one can, with good grace, quarrel with the 


verdict even though his personal views did not prevail.’

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SOFT-CURD MILK 

With the increased use of special milks for the retail 
trade dairymen who have a first-hand interest in a milk 
route should look into the possibilities of these premium- 
bringing specials. The bulletin we are reviewing this 
week, although several years old, contains much valu- 
able information regarding soft-curd milk, a _ special 
product that brings a good premium on any market. 
Part one deals with the composition and physico-chemi- 
cal characteristics of soft-curd milk as compared with 
hard-curd milk. The main conclusion here is that all 
soft-curd milk is “low test’? milk, as a general rule; 
and that the protein content is lower than the breed 
averages compared with the amount of fat present. The 
removal of fat from milk always increases the curd 
tension. 

Holstein Milk Has Softest Curd 

The individuality of the cow is the most important 
factor governing curd character, as has been proven by 
experiments at Pennsylvania State College and else- 
where. The milk of the various breeds, from coarsest to 
lightest, ranks in the following order: Jersey, Guernsey, 
Ayrshire, and Holstein. Other natural factors affecting 
curd tension are climatic conditions, stage of lactation, 
and any factors which affect the casein content. 

Among artificial methods of reducing curd tension 
listed in the bulletin are heating, homogenization, dilu- 
tion, and addition of alkalies. Dilution of milk with 
water reduces the curd tension in proportion to the re- 
duction in casein content, up to dilutions of 30 to 40 per 
cent. Heating lowers the curd tension more or less in 
proportion to the amount of heating received. Pas- 
teurization by the hold method has little effect, how- 
ever, and heating at boiling temperatures for more than 
five minutes does not further reduce the curd tension. 
Heating milk of high fat content often increases the 
curd tension because of the destruction of the fat clus- 
tering tendency. Homogenization reduces tension, the 
most effective treatment being to preheat to 180 degrees 
F. and then cool to 100 degrees F. and homogenize at a 
pressure of not less than 2000 pounds. 

Other parts of the bulletin are devoted to diges- 
tibility, comparing soft and hard curd milks. This ma- 
terial is presented in bulletin No. 312, by the Pennsyl- 
vania State College, School of Agriculture and Experi- 
ment Station, State College, Pennsylvania.

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Norman Toppings’s pick-up truck, revamped to handle the gallon jugs of Holstein 
milk, 


Holstein Health Milk in Gal. Jugs 


By E. M. CLARK 


When the net price of milk for the 
Detroit market got down below 
three cents a quart, Norman Top- 
ping, a Holstein breeder of Stock- 
bridge, Mich., (Livingston County) 
decided he would do something about 
it. On August Ist, starting from 
scratch, he went into the retail milk 
business in the village of Stock- 
bridge, population 700 to 800, lo- 
cated about three miles from his 
farm. He decided that the old quart 
and pint milk bottles were obsolete 
so he started with gallon milk jugs, 
selling his milk at twenty-five cents 
per gallon. His idea was a success 
right from the start. Today he is 
selling 60 gallons per day all for 
cash. Either a quarter in the empty 
jug or tickets in advance. His busi- 
ness is increasing right along. 

Increases Consumption 

When interviewed, Mr. Topping 
cited several cases where this low 
price of milk has increased consump- 
tion. One case he tells about is a 
family which had never used over a 
pint a day, now takes a gallon, or 
eight times as much as was formally 
purchased. Another family that was 
taking four quarts a day in quart 
bottles, now buys two gallons a day. 
Many customers buy every other day, 
thus cutting down delivery expense. 

Streamlined from Producer to 

Consumer 

Mr. Topping believes that the less 
the milk is handled the less chance it 
has of being contaminated. Bacterial 
counts prove him to be correct. His 
milk never runs over half the legal re- 
quirement for pasteurized milk and 
is below 10,000, the maximum for 
certified milk. His herd of 36 Hol- 
steins is milked by machine, the milk 
is then strained into ten-gallon cans 
and cooled. The wide-mouth gallon 
jugs are filled directly from the ten- 
gallon cans by pouring. The jugs 
are then capped by hand and are 
ready for delivery. A small, well 
insulated compartment was built in- 
to his pick-up truck which holds 60 
jugs. This will have to be increased 
in size as the business grows. It 
takes about 2% hours to deliver the 
60 gallons, which means a daily cash 
income of $15.00, more than double 
what is would bring on the Detroit 


market. Not all of the milk is re- 
tailed as yet, the balance goes to De- 
troit at the base price. 
Expensive Equipment Not 
Necessary 

The only added equipment which 
was necessary for Mr. Topping to 
get to go into this gallon milk busi- 
ness was a supply of gallon milk 
jugs. And the customers buy these 
jugs at 15 cents each, the price Top- 
ping pays for them in gross lots. The 
jugs are returned in very clean con- 
dition, but Topping gives -them 
another washing and then rinses 
them in a chlorine solution. All 
utensils are sterilized with the chlor- 
ine solution. Many markets require 
all milk, except certified milk, to be 
pasteurized. This is not the case in 
Stockbridge, so Topping is spared 
this trouble and expense.

The only advertising which Top- 
ping has done is to use the Holstein 
Health milk leaflets prepared by the 
Extension Service, of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, 
Madison, Wis. Topping uses a dif- 
ferent leaflet every week and he says 
“they eat ’em up’’. 


A Large Potential Market for 
Holstein Breeders 

There are literally thousands of 
small towns in which our Holstein 
breeders could duplicate Topping’s 
experience. Some would have to in- 
stall a small pasteurizing outfit. The 
consumer wants good milk at a rea- 
sonable price and the gallon jug 
seems to be the answer. 

If our milk producers associations 
and milk dealers would give more 
thought to narrowing down the mar- 
gin between the producer and the 
consumer every one would be better

off, with the possible exception of a 
few milk wagon drivers. In spite of 
all the milk advertising, little, if any, 
increase in consumption is_ noted. 
It is an economic question and not 
one of advertising. Get the price of 
milk down to six or seven cents a 
quart in gallon lots and there will be 
more milk sold. MHere’s an oppor- 
tunity for some aggressive producer's 
organization or group of dairymen to 
go into the retail milk business in 
our larger markets. Perhaps the 
time is ripe for cash and carry milk 
depots, run by the dairymen—milk 
sold in gallon jugs.

Time Extended For 
Selection of Cows 


The time was so limited between our previous announcement and the December 1 closing 
date for receipt of nominations, that study has been given to the matter of extending the period. Rea- 
son for early closing was the physical impossibility of inspecting entries over a wide area in a shorter 
time before the initial required Bang’s test is made, not later than January 1, 1939. 

In order to give our breeders greater opportunity to come in, we are extending the deadline 
time, although we still must have the information as promptly as possible. 

We can do it this way—-with your cooperation. If breeders will have their nominated animals’ 
blood tested before January 1—-even though inspection has not yet been made—our inspection period 
can be extended over into the month of January. Such tests will be paid for by the sponsors of this 
exhibit if your cow is accepted for it. Otherwise will be at owner’s expense. It is the only way we have 
been able to figure out, however, to extend the time for nomination and inspection. In connection with 
these later nominations, we can undertake to inspect them only in states where we have not previously 
made inspections. The reasonableness of this from both a time and expense angle will be recognized. 








Specifications of Cows 


The specifications of the cows to be selected were set forth in detail in our announcement in 
the November 26 issue (page 15). We can now amend one item a bit. We expect shipment will be 
made to New York in early April, and we will consider cows freshening in March that will be in heavy 
production for the World’s Fair prevues now being planned to start about April 15. 

While we are aiming at the broadest possible representation of states in this exhibit, we can- 
not in any way sacrifice real merit of the animals selected. The exhibit itself comes first — the geo- 
graphy is important, but still secondary. WE MUST HAVE A REAL KNOCK-OUT EXHIBIT! AND 
WE WILL! 

Breeders need not hesitate about releasing cows of top quality for this exhibit. They will be 
skillfully cared for under direction of a man who knows his job. The history of rotolactor milking is 
particularly trouble-free. The health will be safe-guarded. Production records will be kept so there 
will be no interruption of life-time performances—and insurance against death will furnish further pro- 
tection up to $250. Services of a high class bull will be available if desired.

Before the advent of the Herd 
Test only a comparatively small 
number of cows had official records 
of production totaling over 100,000 
lbs. of milk, because few cows were 
given the opportunity of making life- 
time records on Advanced Registry 
test.

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MISSOURI CHAMPION 

A pure bred Holstein Friesian 
cow, Bus Aaggie Ormsby, owned by 
State Hospital No. 1, Fulton, Mis- 
gouri, has just completed a yearly 
lactation record of 25,301 Ibs. of 
milk containing 940.4 lbs. of butter- 
fat to lead all cows thus far tested in 
Missouri. 

The previous record holder, Paul- 
ine Violet Ormsby Piebe, a Holstein 
Friesian cow owned by Fredmar 
Farms, St. Louis, Missouri, produced 
27,653.9 lbs. of milk containing 
918.1 lbs. of butterfat. Pauline was 
milked four times daily and still 
holds the state record for all cows 
officially tested in her division. 


Bus Aaggie Ormsby began her test 
at the age of 5 years and two 
months. She was milked three times 
daily throughout her test period by 
Curtis English, formerly of Califor- 
nia, Missouri, who has been em- 
ployed for the past 4 years at State 
Hospital No. 1. The general man- 
agement of the Fulton Hospital herd 
is under the supervision of E. B. 
Pratt, and Doyle Christopher is the 
herdsman. 

“Aaggie’’ proved to be a heavy 
producer from the very start, hitting 
her stride in December, her second 
month on test, she produced 2,709 
lbs. of milk containing 108.8 lbs. of 
butterfat. This is an average of 
about 12% gallons of milk daily for 
the month. Her third month she 
produced 2,805 lbs. of milk and 
106.6 lbs. of butterfat and continued 
her production at a high level until 
the end of the 12th month. Her last 
month on test she yielded 1,404 Ibs. 
of milk containing 53.3 lbs. of but- 
terfat. For seven of the twelve 
months in milk she produced over 1 
ton of milk monthly and nine out of 
the 12 months she yielded over 2 
lbs. of butterfat daily. ‘‘Aaggie’’ 
proved to be a consistently ‘high 
tester” her milk averaging 3.8% 
butterfat for entire year. Only one 
month of the year, when she aver- 
aged 3.4%, did her butterfat test 
run below 3.5%. 

She was fed all of the good 
quality alfalfa hay she would con- 
sume. Dried beet pulp was supplied 
at the rate of 5 to 10 pounds daily 
and during pasture season about 2 
bushels of freshly cut green grass 
was fed her in her stall. The grain 
ration fed was made up of 100 Ibs. 
ground shelled corn, 100 lbs. ground 
barley, 100 lbs. ground oats, 100 Ibs. 
wheat bran, 50 lbs. of a 34% com- 
mercial dairy feed, 40 lbs. soybean 
oil meal, 20 lbs. linseed oil meal and

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2% lbs. of a mineral 
sisting of salt and steamed-bone 
meal. Even though her daily milk 
production was often above 100 Ibs. 
she was fed only minimum amounts 
of grain. The maximum grain fed 
any single day was 22% Ibs. 

Her record was supervised accord- 
ing to the Holstein Herd Improve- 
ment Registry Test. The entire 
herd, consisting of about 90 milking 
cows, of which this cow is a mem- 
ber, at State Hospital No. 1, has a 
yearly butterfat average of approxi- 
mately 400 lbs.

As a 2 year 
old she produced 14,664 Ibs. of 3.7% 
milk for a fat yield of 546.2 lbs. and 
as a 4 year old she milked 17,831 
lbs. of milk averaging 3.4% fat for 
an annual butterfat yield of 603.5 
lbs. 

The blood lines and splendid pro- 
ducing ancestors represented on the 
pedigree of ‘‘Aaggie’’ indicate that 
she receives an inheritance from sev- 
eral famous Holstein sires and high 
producing dams. Her pedigree shows 
her to be line bred to Sir Bess 
Ormsby Fobes, one of the outstand- 
ing bulls of the breed, with 49 A. R. 
S. O. daughters averaging 16,970.1 
Ibs. milk containing 682 lbs. butter- 
butterfat. Her sire is a double 
grandson of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes, 
being the result of a half brother- 
half sister mating. Her sire has 2 
tested daughters averaging 18,492 
lbs. milk containing 682 lbs. butter- 
fat, and his sire, Sir Bess Ormsby 
May, has 23 A. R. S. O. daughters 
averaging 16,684 lbs. of milk con- 
taining 631.5 Ibs. butterfat. Her 
dam, though never tested, traces also 
through her sire to Sir Bess Ormsby 
Fobes.

*AAGGIE” GOES TO MISSOURI 
MEETING

The annual meeting of the Mis- 
souri Holstein-Friesian Association 
was held at Marshall on November 
12th, 1938, in the Armory building. 
Members of the North Central Dis- 
trict Holstein organization were 
hosts. Business of the state associa- 
tion was transacted in the morning 
with Pres. Glenn Davis presiding. 
Election of officers resulted in sev- 
eral changes. After serving the 
association with distinction for the 
past twenty-two years, Mr. Davis re- 
quested to be relieved of the duties 
as president. A year ago he would 
only accept the office with the under- 
standing that he would be replaced 
this year. Scott Meyer, prominent 
breeder of Hannibal, was elected to 
succeed Glenn Davis as_ president. 
Mr. Meyer is an enthusiastic, eneger- 
tic Holstein breeder who is everlast- 
ingly talking Holsteins and boosting 
the breed. That he is a practical 
breeder is demonstrated by the fact 
that his three herds of Holsteins 
numbering over one hundred head 
of milking cows averages over 400 
pounds of butterfat on twice-a-day 
milking. There is no question but 
what he will serve the Holstein 
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interests in Missouri in grand style. 
Mr. A. A, Kuhne, merchant and Hol- 
stein breeder of Troy, Missouri, was 
elected vice president. Mr. Kuhne 
has developed a fine herd of Hol- 
steins, under the management of 
Allie Creech. 

A surprise and dissappointment 
was in store for all Missouri breed- 
ers when Secretary E. B. Pratt 
announced his resignation from his 
position as consulting dairyman for 
the state institutions. He has 
accepted a position with the Purina 
Mills of St. Louis and felt that he 
could no longer retain the secretary- 
ship of the state organization. Under 
Mr. Pratt’s guiding hand the state 
herds have made remarkable prog- 
ress in the past five years. When he 
took over his duties he found that 
more than four hundred of the nine

hundred cows were grades and he 
also found some of the herds badly 
infected with disease. Under his qj. 
rection disease was stamped out and 
most of the grades have been re. 
placed with pure breds. All of the 
herds are in the Herd improvement 
Registry Test. Production -levels 
were raised and more efficient yields 
resulted. Everyone wishes the best 
of success to Mr. Pratt in his new 
position. Prof. J. E. Crosby, College 
of Agriculture, Columbia, Mo., wag 
elected to succeed Mr. Pratt as secre- 
tary-treasurer. Mr. Crosby is start- 
ing a Holstein herd near Columbia 
and recently joined the Holstein. 
Friesian Association of America. He 
has long been associated with the 
dairy business and is well qualified 
to ‘‘carry-on.”’

Suppose this 
breeder should be sick or suppose this 
breeder is going to lose his herd, Kven 
u dairyman ought to take a vacation 
und mingle with other men in the same 
line of business. Get out of the rut and 
pick up a few new points. 


It is expensive to feed a herd of cattle 
three months each year with practically 
no revenue. The average dairy herd will 
show on an average more than fifteen 
months between calving dates on the en- 
tire herd. Our students are producing 
calves every twelve months. The student 
is with the herd daily and does these 
things with practically no expense. It 
is very interesting to make an exami- 
nation and know just what to do.

Not only have we taken the lead in the 
female division but carefully note what 
has been done in redeeming bulls 
There are still some who believe the bull 
should have a thick, heavy blood stream. 
Our test for fertility and capacity in the 
male still works. We believe it is better 
to thoroughly try out a subject in prac- 
tice before we recommend it. This has 
stood the test of time. The results of 
these men have formed a_ very close 
union. They want their friends to get 
the benefit of this school. About ninety 
per cent of our new students come 
through conversation with some former 
students. We do not hire solicitors of 
any kind, neither on salary or commis- 
sion. Our former students have been 
accused of receiving money from us.

The 
breeder states he did have a negative 
herd for a number of years and then 
something did happen. When strong 
germs enter the negative herds the dis- 
ease spreads rapidly. Any breeder or 
herdsmen who expects to stay in the 
cattle business can afford to cross this 
continent for any one of a dozen sub- 
jects which we teach. At nearly every 
term of school we have nearly as many 
old students as there are new ones. They 
soon remove all doubt concerning this 
school.

38 Kansas Exhibitors Show 98 
Holsteins 


Districts herds have transformed 
the Holstein show at the Kansas 
State Fair. Before the inauguration 
of this program, there were few Kan- 
sas breeders that would leave their 
work long enough to witness the 
parade of their favorite breed. This 
year’s huge ringside witnessing the 
placing of 98 head shown by 38 dif- 
ferent exhibitors was testimony to 
the renewed interest in the show. 

As the placing of awards proceeded 
through the day, it was repeatedly 
stated that most any of the top 
animals could have been grand cham- 
pions back a few years ago. This in 
u very mild way described the quality 
of animals at this year’s Kansas State 
Fair. 

The show started with twelve 
Snappy bull calves for Prof. J. B. 
Fitch, who made the official placings, 
to line up. For the blue ribbon 
winner, Professor Fitch settled on 
St. Mary’s Wayne owned by St. 
Mary’s College. This calf had a lot 
of snap and style and was perhaps 
the typiest calf of the lot. The Ira 
Romig entry of Topeka, Shungaval- 
ley Monogram in second place, was 
a rugged calf but lacked strength of 
top and smoothness of the first place 
calf. In third place was the H. J. 
Meierkord entry, Meierkord Billy 


Polkadot Beauty, who had a lot of 
depth and width of body but was 
slightly shorter in type and lacked 
somewhat in character about the head 
as compared to the two bulls above 
him. 

In the yearling bull class, the 
Henry Hatesohl entry, Meierkord Sir 
Billy Foney, took the leaa being in 
Professor Fitch’s mind a bull with 
more Holstein type and character. 
He was very smooth over the shoul- 
ders and carried a very nice top line. 


Following the Hatesohl entry in 
second place was the Osawatomie 
State Hospital entry, Osawatomie 
Cloud Burton. This bull showed 
more capacity than the first place 
bull but had a shorter rump and 
lacked the general characters of the 
bull in first place. 

The two-year-old bulls made a 
small class, but the quality was quite 
good. The first place bull, Regier 
Tritomia shown by E. B. Regier, was 
an easy top with all his type, 


smoothness, and scale, coupled with 
his long rump and general balance. 
Sir Homestead Billy shown by Martin 
Ohlde was well placed in second 
position. Although he carried a lot 
of smoothness throughout, he lacked 
the scale and type of the first place 
bull. Springrock Fobes’ Tritomia 
was a bull with a lot of scale and 
stretch and should mature into a 
large aged bull.

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The aged bull class was one of the 
largest classes of aged bulls ever 
shown at the state fair and was a 
testimony in itself that the Kansas 
Holstein breeders are truly trying to 
improve their herds. For first honor, 
Judge Fitch settled on Mike Schroll’s 
entry, Meierkord Sir Billy Johanna, 
who is a bull with a lot of dairy type 
showing almost extreme dairy tem- 
perment for a bull. In addition, he 
carries a very deep body with a good 
spring of rib. Close students of Hol- 
stein history will remember Billy 
Jenny DeKol, the All-American Bull, 
who is the grandsire of this bull. 
The second place bull, King Bess 
DeKol Conductor was very smooth 
on top, carried a lot of stretch but 
lacked the general dairy tempera- 
ment of the bull in first place. 


One of the real treats of the show 
came when the twelve aged cows 
were shown. Although plain in the 
head, Meierkord Josie Babe, the first 
place entry, carried a good strong 
top, a wide spring of ribs and was 
wide in the rump and pins. Her ud- 
der was well attached but lacked the 
veining of the second place cow, St. 
Mary’s Lady Skylark DeKol, shown 
by St. Mary’s College, who showed 
more breediness and feminity about 
the head. She also had a more tor- 
tuous veining system but lacked the 
symmetry and squareness of the first 
place cow. What was probably the 
largest female of the show was 
Regier Jewell Carolyn, shown by E. 
B. Regier, carrying a wonderful 
spring of ribs and strength of top, 
but was a bit plain throughout. 


To many, the three- or four-year- 
old cows were the class of the show. 
First in this class which had the 
ringside speculating was awarded to 
the Fickel entry, Lady Isabell Ger- 
ben Ormsby, who was somewhat finer 
in her makeup but showed without 
question the most dairy temperment 
of anything in the class, and she had 
an outstanding udder. The second 
place animal, Meierkord Billy Neth- 
erland Fancy shown by Meierkord, 
will be remembered as a first place 
and grand champion female at Top- 
eka and second in class at Waterloo 
in 1937. This young cow was well 
balanced, showed a lot of dairy tem- 
perment, but lacked to the Fickel 
entry in rear udder. 


In the junior yearling class, the 
first place Zarnowski entry, Zarn- 
owski Jewell Beauty, was a heifer 
quite long in body with a wider 
spring of ribs than the second place 
entry and also somewhat smoother 
in her top. However, Meierkord 
Triune Polkadot was showing more 
flash and style. 


With the exception of the three 
or four-year-old class, the heifer calf 
class was the next largest class 
shown. Romig’s Shungavalley Sty- 
list Beatty was certainly carrying all 
the style and smoothness over the 
top that a flashy calf could carry. 
Coupled with a lot of dairy type and 
a neat pair of withers made her the 
pick for top. Inka Fobes Triune, 4 
4-H entry shown by Otto Weichman 
and second place entry, was probably 


somewhat more desirable in udder 
attachments than the first place 
heifer. 


The bull grand championship went 
to a popular winner, Meierkord Sir 
Billy Johanna, the Mike Schroll aged 
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pull entry which had gone through 
the week before at Topeka. St. 
Mary’s bull calf, St. Mary’s Wayne, 
that had topped the bull calf class 
was junior champion. 


Senior and grand champion female 
went to the aged cow of Meierkord’s, 
Meierkord Josie Babe, with Shunga- 
valley Stylist Betty, heifer calf of 
Romig’s, getting the junior and re- 
serve champion award. Many of the 
showmen and those on the ringside 
were guessing that the Fickel win- 
ner in the three- and four-year-old 
class and the Fancy cow of Meier- 
kord’s would be champion and re- 
serve, respectively. 


For a lover of Holsteins, the cli- 
max of the show came when the eight 
district herds were lead into the 
ring. Eighty head of the finest Hol- 
steins in Kansas was a living testi- 
mony of the herd improvement in 
the Holstein herds in Kansas. Only 
those who saw the first district herds 
of Kansas shown at the state fairs 
can appreciate the progress that has 
been made in the last ten years. To 
the Holstein breeders of Kansas goes 
the heartiest congratulations for this 
achievement. The continuation of 
this cooperation among Kansas breed- 
ers will help to make Kansas one of 
the leading dairy states.
